Construction 
Of Buildings 
Under Way 

Chandler Hall 
Being Remodeled 



Since the opening of the fall 
session at Mary Washington Col- 
lege on September 26, 1938, the 
enrollment of full-time students 
has gone beyond 1160. 

On Wednesday of this week the 
construction of a new dormitory 
began. The contract for the dormi- 
tory was awarded the Goode Con- 
struction Company of Charlotte, 
North Carolina. This new dormi- 
tory, housing 118 students and 
costing $150,000, is expected to be 
completed within ten months. 
Located in back of the tri-unit, 
it will be an improvement over all 
dormitories on the hill. 

An Administration Building, 
costing $250,000, and including 
offices, class rooms, music prac- 
tice rooms, and an auditorium 
with e. seating capacity of 1600, 
is also under construction. This 
building will be completed by the 
beginning of the 1939-40 session. 

The interior of Chandler Hall 
is practically completed. Its ex- 
terior, including back and front 
porches, new science laboratory, 
and a new town girls' room, will 
be finished by November 15. When 
completed at a cost of more than 
$50,000, this hall will conform to 
the architecture of the other
